Three of the slayers of Marshall 
Pettit, of Clay City, were in this 
city last Thursday and one of them 
was captured by our shrewd po- 
liceman, James Tipton and lodged 
in the county jail. A great deal 
of excitement was created in this 
city when it became known that 
the negroes were here and still 
more excitement prevailed when 
Capt. Mullikin and his blood- 
hounds arrived about dark ac- 
companied by a number of armed 
men from Powell county. Another 
one of the negroes was arrested in 
Winchester and placed in the 
Clark county jail by Winchester 
officials. 

That Policeman James Tipton 
captured the right man when he 
lodged Tenny Smather, of Clay 
City, Powell county, in jail here 
Thursday evening was settled Fri- 
day morning. After a night's 
siege in jail with officers giving 
him a gruelling examination, 
Smathers confessed that he was 
the murderer of Marshall A. T. 
Pettit, who was killed near Clay 
City Wednesday night. The ne- 
gro said that Pettit had placed him 
under arrest, and that he grabbed 
a shotgun and shot the officer kill- 
ing him instantly. He says that 
immediately after he shot the of- 
ficer and he fell, three other shots 
were fired into his prostrate body, 
but that he does not know who 
fired them, but believes his broth- 
er, George Smathers and Frank 
Williams, did the shooting. 

He said that after the shooting 
all three left and came together to 
Black Creek Hill, about nine 
miles from this city, where they 
separated, and he came on here 
where Mullikin's dogs trailed him. 

The negro was badly .scared, 
seemingly afraid of mob violence, 
and asked the officers to protect 
him. He says that he is sorry for 
killing Pettit, but that "being 
drunk on mean whiskey" was the 
cause. George Williams is still at 
large, but officers from Powell and 
this county are scouring the coun- 
ty for him. Chief of Police Gib-

SAID TO HAVE BERN MOBBED. 

Bert Smathers, fathar of the 
negroes who were arrested in this 
city and Winchester, and who was 
himself arrested at Clay City, has 
mysteriously disappeared from jail 
and it isreported that he has been 
mobbed and thrown in Red River, 
however, this is emphatically de- 
nied by officials at Clay City, but 
owing to the fact that the lock on 
the jail was broken from the out- 
side it look as though there might 
be some truth in the story. 

The Murder of Marshall Pettit 
was one of the Blest crimes ever 
committed in Powell county. The 
officer with two deputies had gone 
to arrest some disorderly negroes 
and had captured Bert Smathers, 
the father of the other three and 
while the two deputies were gone 
to place him in jail and get more 
ammunition Pettit was murdered. 
He was shot five times with a 
pistol and twice with a shot gun 
and his head was beat into a jelly 
with a railroad tie. When the 
deputies returned the body of the 
murdered official was found in the 
road and the negroes had made 
their escape. The feeling at Clay 
City was intense and if any of the 
negroes had been found in Powell 
county they would have undoubt- 
edly been killed on the spot. 

This is the second officer of the 
law who has been killed by treach- 
erous negroes in this section with- 
ip the last few months and it is 
hoped the guilty will pay the 
death penalty.

Helping Mm to the farm. 

If Congress grants the request 
of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor for $3,000,000 appro- 
priations to maintain bureaus of 
information at Chicago, New Or- 
leans and San Francisco, the de- 
partment believes it can accomplish 
great results in the next few years 
in c-ettinir men from the city to the 
farm. It will proceed with the 
work, whether it gets the amouDt 
asked for or only $500,000 in all. 



This plant does not 
a "back-to-the-farm" movement 
primarily as a means of diverting 
the trend of population country- 
ward. Its purpose is to find out 
the men in the cities who are lired 
of that life and are anxious to get 
on the land, either as laborers or 
proprietors, and its inquiries would 
be chiefly directed toward men who 
came from the farm, either in the 
United States or Europe. It 
would also aid in bringing back 
from Canada larare numbers of 
American farmers who went there 
and became tired of conditions. 

As far as outlined, the scheme 
seems to be very practical and po- 
tential of far-reaching results. The 
fact that it does not seek to induce 
the city bred man to go to the farm 
makes it appear all the more ra- 
tional. It is quite agreed among 
those who have studied this prob- 
lem that any back-to-the-farm 
movement promising permanent 
success must begin and for a good 
while confine its labors chiefly 
among the men who once were 
used to the farm, many of whom, 
this information bureau discovers, 
are eager to return, and would, 
with a little assistance in locating 
inviting opportunities. — Omaha 
Bee.

Dear Doctor: 

Through newspaper reports, the 
Bulletins of the State Boards of 
Health and personal conferences, 
I have learned of the kind of health 
work the local registrars of Ken- 
tucky are doing. It is shown that 
they not only endeavor to secure 
complete records of births and 
deaths, but, acting under the au- 
thority of Kentuck's Vital Statis- 
tics law, thev report epidemics of 
Typhoid Fever, Diphtheria, Meas- 
les, Infantile Paralysis and other 
communicable diseases and aid 
actively in distributing literature, 
and, in other ways, limit the spread 
of these scourges. 

By so doing, the registrars of 
Kentucky have succeeded in put- 
ting into actual practice the pur- 
pose of such a law, that is, to pre- 
serve and conserve the health and 
lives of the people. 

It is my purpose to call the at- 
tention of the local registrais of 
other twenty-one of the United 
States under this registration law 
to the work done by the registrars 
of Kentucky that the greatest 
good may be secured from its 
operation.

The birth returns for 1911 num- 
bered 60,732 and for 1912, 61,199. 
These will be increased by some 
delayed reports. The death for 
1911 numbered 30,583 and for 
1912, 29,649. The deaths from 
consumption (Tuberculosis) for 
1911 were 5,181, and for 1912, 
4,728, a substantial decrease. Ty- 
phoid Fever, likewise, showed a 
reduction in prevalence and fatali 
ty, being 1,035 in 1911 and 758 in 
1912. Diphtheria showed a slight 
gain, being 545 in 1911 and 687 in 
1912.

Cancer shows an increase; 909 
in 1911 and 943 in 1912. A Bulle* 
tin containing an article on this 
disease, which is free from techni- 
cal language, may be obtained by 
request to the State Board of 
Health, Bowling Green. 

Violence showed in 1911, 1,526 
deaths, and in 1912, 1,719. 

A remarkable fact of all these 
deaths is that in 1911, 41 of every 
one hundred deaths were caused 
by diseases practically preventa- 
ble. 1912 showed 39 per hundred 
dead of diseases that can and 
ought to be prevented. 

The Federal Government ac- 
cepts these certificates from Ken- 
tucky as complete, though the 
doctors in many cases can improve 
their quality by giving exact and 
scientific causes of deaths. 

The births would likewise be ac- 
cepted were it not for the delin- 
quency on the part of some physi- 
cians and midwives in Louisville, 
Paducah, Owensboro, Covington 
and Lexington. A systematic 
house-to-house inspection for un- 
reported births is now being made 
and prosecutions will be instituted 
to bring these up to the standard 
of the rest of the State, in which 
it is believed 95 per cent, of all

St. Paul calla at- 
tention to the fact that the repetitions 
Of the Covenant to Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob, as well as God's oath, were In- 
tended especially for Spiritual Israel - 
the Church -Hebrews 0:16 19. 

The Apostle thus declares that this 
Covenant has not yet been fulfilled; 
and that both Christians and all man- 
kind are vitally Interested In its fulfil- 
ment. This Covenant contains, as an 
acorn an oak, the entire Dan of God 
for human Hedemptlon and Restitu- 
tion. For this reason the Abrahamlc 
Promise Is continually referred to by 
the Apostles, In their presentation of 
the hope for the Church and the world. 

The Promise was primarily to Abra- 
ham himself— "All the land which thou 
seest will I give thee— and thy seed 
after thee." The Israelites have never 

had permanent 

possession of that 
land. Time and 
again other na- 
tions held It. Now 
for centuries It has 
belonged to Turkey. 

The Jews have 
no right to that 
land except 
through this great 
Oath-bound Cove- 
nant made to Abra- 
ham. How fool- 
ish, therefore, do 
those Intellectual Jews appear who 
disclaim Abraham as mythical, but 
who, nevertheless, claim the Land of 
Promise! It will never belong to any 
except those who hold to the Promise. 
—Romans 4:11-14. 

Abraham's Three Wives Typical. 
While Abraham and his wives were 
real personages, their affairs were so 
supervised by God that they became 
types. Abraham typified God; Isaac, 
the Messiah; and Rebecca, the Church, 
Messiah's Joint-heir in the Klngdom.- 
Galatians 3:0, 29. 

Abraham's wives were types of God's 
three great Covenants, through which 
His blessings will come. St. Paul ex- 
plains that, as Sarah was barren, so 
the chief Covenant was barren— until 
Jesus came. Meantime, Hagar became 
representatively the wife, and attempt- 
ed to bring forth the heir of Promise, 
but failed. St. Paul declares that In 
this, Hagar typified the Law Covenant, 
which failed to bring forth the real 
Seed of Abraham, competent to bless 
all the families of the earth. — Gala- 
tians 4:22-31. 

As nagar was n bondwnmnn, she 
typified the bondage of the Law Cove- 
nant; and Ishmael, Inspiration points 
out, typified Israel after the flesh. As 
later on, the barren Sarah brought 
forth the promised son, so, St. Paul ex- 
plains, God's original Covenant in due 
time brought forth the true Heir. Jesus 
—Messiah. 

Abraham's All Given to Isaac. 
In tbe type Abraham gave all that 
he had to Isaac, through him making 
provision for Ishmael and for Ketu- 
rah's children. In the antitype God 
bestows all His fullness upon Christ, 
The Messiah, and through Him makes 
provision for the natural Israelites and 
all mankind. 

nagar and Sarah were types of the 
Law Covenant and our Covenant of 
the Gospel Age. Abraham's third wife, 
ICeturah, taken after Sarah's death, 
typified the New Covenant, which the 
Bible declares will be inaugurated at the 
close of this Gospel Age. Under that 
New Covenant the Spiritual Seed of 
Abraham, The Christ, will bless all the 
fumtlios of the earth during the thou- 
sand years of the Messianic reign. 
Such is the length, the breudth, the 
height and the depth of God's Love 
for humanity, and Ills provision for 
their future! 

As the Stars and as the Sands. 
Only of late have Bible Students dis- 
cerned that Abraham is to huve two 
seeds, exclusive of the Ishiuaclltes of 
the Law, or Hugar.

Extensive preparation is being 
made all over this county for the 
seeding of tobacco beds. Many 
beds have already been burned and 
as the weather has been open and 
somewhat springlike the work will 
progress rapidly within the next 
week. 

Do not fail to plough your 
ground very deep before putting 
the seed in the ground. This meth- 
od has beed tried by many cood 
growers, and has been the means 
of helping the growth of the seed 
and preventing the weeds' growth. 

Do not plant the common tobac- 
co seed. Uet the seed which past 
records show bring the money. 
They will cost a little more than 
the common but will bring more 
revenue. 

Don't you think it worth your 
while to just put in enough tobac- 
co this year which you can com- 
fortably and properly take care of 
yourself, rather than attempt to 
cultivate twice the amount? Have- 
n't the growers business foresight 
enough to see that with an increas- 
ed acreage there is bound to be an 
overproduction? Then, what? 

Six-cent tobacco will bankrupt 
any grower on earth. The way to 
prevent this is to cut the crop in 
half and house properly— produce 
quality rather than quantity. This 
is what is wanted by buyers, and 
unless the growers put their shoul- 
der to the wheel and work for sub 
stance, character and color, the 
price will lower and the bot 
drop out. 

The Paris Warehouse Company 
is making arrangements to double 
the capacity o f their warehouse 
and salesroom. It behoves the 
warehouses at Mt. Sterling to get 
busy and do the same thing. The 
market at Mt. Sterling this year 
has so far handled over 4,000,000 
pounds and it has been demonstrat- 
ed that neither house has adequate 
floor space for handling the tobac- 
co and conducting sales. Further, 
this market, must have a redrying 
plant and be prepared next season 
to put buyers into the held early 
and have solicitors in every county. 
With thU done, the market at Mt. 
Sterling can be made the equal of 
any in the State. Let us get busy 
now. "A stitch in time, saves 
nine," and we should not wait un- 
til all other markets have "sewed 
up" everything.— The Blue Grass 
Journal. ^

The other kind or class 
favor the mule that is produced 
by the mating of well bred, active 
jacks and draft mares. These 
mules are good farm animals, a| 
trifle slow, but for drawing heavy 
machinery and loads are much| 
preferable to the smaller animal. 
At any rate this class of mules is I 
in big demand and are bringing 
the top prices. Personally, we 
think that the best mule is the one| 
that is the offspring of a cross- 
bred mare, viz: Thoroughbred I 
draft mare. Experiments have 
also proved that this is one of the 
best types of mules, for they com- 
bine the characteristics of both 
classes— weight and activity.— The |

POULTRY H OUSE A BOUT RIGHT 

Bui mi n 0 Described and lllustrstad 
That la Wall Arranged to Admit 
Plenty Sunlight. 

I hare a poultry houee I think Is 
about right It la 12 by 16 feet, and 
will house 76 birds with ease, writes 
Mrs. R. B. Hammerll In the Farmers 
Mall and Breeze. It la four feet high 
on the north and six feet on the south. 
The roof has a nine-foot slope on the 
north and a five-foot slope on the 
south. Studding were set every two 
feet and drop siding was used to board 
up the walls. The roof Is shingled. 
There are four windows on the south 
each with a double sash 22 by 28 
inches In size and arranged so the top 
ones may be lowered. We did not

want the open front style as we want- 
ed It tight for fumigating and also to 
keep out beating storms. The upper 
sash are lowered most of the time, 
and during cold weather we have a 
muslin curtain to lower over the open- 
ing. Roosta are hinged to the north 
side and may be raised and fastened 
to the celling where they are out of 
the way for cleaning, etc. A good 
dropping board below keeps the floor 
in good condition. Nests are placed 
along the east and west sides. This 
house has a good cement floor which 
keeps out rats. 

This house admits .plenty of sun- 
light and we have not had a frozen 
comb or sick chicken all winter. 



CARE OF DUCKS IN WINTER 

Any Kind of Green Stuff That Hap- 
pens to Be Handy Makes Excel- 
lent Feed for Fowls. 

During w!rtor I feed my ducks any 
green stuff thrt I hnnpen to have 
handy. Turnip, parsnip and carrot 
tops, cabbage IseTat, beet leaves, on 
onion tops, purslane, pigweed, tender 
crab grass, lettuce, radish, mustard, 
cut fine, all make good bulky feed. 

These are dried In the shade during 
the summer and stored like hay. 
When I want to feed them a quantity 
is boiled for twelve hours and mixed 
with finely cut roots, such as potato, 
turnip, parsnip, carrot, onion and 
beet. Apples are also used, says a 
writer in the Orcnge Judd Farmer. 
These are all cooked. 

Not much of one kind of plant Is 
given at a time. Four measures ol 
any one with four of corn chop to 
each of wheat bran, red wheat shorts 
and boiled fresh meat are fed as a 
mash— all the durks will eat it up 
clean In a few minutes. If any of the 
mash Is left, it is at once removed to 
avoid its getting sour. This feed Is 
3iven twice dally during the winter 
and three times in spring. It has al

ROOT COTTON FOUND IN ORIENT. 

An interesting new tropical prod- 
uct is the "root cotton,*' described by 
S. Kusano, a Japanese botanist. It 
is a fibrous covering of the roots of 
Fagara integrifoliola, an abundant 
plant of the Philippines, and espe- 
cially of Botel Tobago, an island 
near Formosa. The substance seem* 
to be a kind of cork tissue, resem- 
bling the ordinary cork developed 
on the bark of tree*. The fibers, of 
light straw color and silky luster, 
are very fine, soft, and weak, and are 
easily pulverized to a waxy powder, 
They are less hygroscopic than ordi- 
nary cotton, having remarkable re- 
sistance to wotting by water. In 
Hotel Tobago the natives use the root 
eotton for calking boats, and in the 
Philippines it is employed for such 
purposes as stuffing pillows. Not 
least of the advantages of this mate- 
rial as a possible article of commerce 
is the fact that it can be removed 
without injury to the roots, thus 
making cultivation simple.

No sale was held at either of 
the local houses Monday, but both 
houses will hold a sale today.
